Claim 71 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Hendricks. 

Considcriflg claim 71, Hendricks discloses all the claimed subject matter above, except for the Internet Web site as recited in 
the claim. 

U is iKXonously well known in the art diat the Internet is the most widely used source of information. 

Iteefoie, it woirfd have been <^vtous to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Hendricks* system to include an Internet 
Web site because fiie Internet is the most widely used source for obtaining tnformatbn. 

Claims 1-17. 38^7 and 49-60 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because U»e prior an does not lead* or fairly 
suggest a m^hod and corresponding apparatus for distributing electronic books to subscribers comprising storing electronic 
books, leceiving book orders, determining a queue location, placing first and second sections in first and second queues or 
receiving electronic books, placing or more books in a plurality of queues and emptying the queues in accordance widi a 
priority model as recited in the claims.

a) stfmng toam sectbns of dectronic books (index or titles stored at the libraty 262 as disdosed throughout the reference 
tocttRliilqg but nm liint^ to pages 18-19 and figtro 10); 

b) recefying a re^l^)^ f<n' a main section of an electrcmic book 
(figure to, st^ 700); 

c) locating the requested main section (fignre 10, step 708); and 

d) pmviding the located main section (figure 10, step 712). 



Clainu 19-27 are met by fignre 10 and pages 18-19. wherein the auxiliary sections are the pages of a book. 



Considering claims 28, 48 and 61. Hendricks discloses a m^hod for ddivering electronic books in an electronic book ddivery 
system comprising: 

a) storkg first sections (index or tides)at die library (262) or at the operations center (2^) as disdosed dtroughom the referetK% 
indudti^ but not limited to pages 18-19 ain! figure 10); 

b) storif^ second sextons (pages of the book) at die library (262) or at the operations center (250) as disdosed throu^iout the 
reference inciuding but not limited to pages 18-19 ^d Tigure 10); 

c) receivnig a request for an electronic book (i^gure 10. step 716); 

d) rd:nevi{$ asecond ae<»ion (ie/ the^pp^ of die book); and 

e) provkling the located main sectifm (^j^ne 10. stxp 720).
